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The degree in Performance and Literature is offered in voice and in instru- 


ments that have an extensive solo repertoire. Three full-year courses (or equiva- 


lent) are required; as the title of the program suggests, emphasis is placed on both 


performing ability and knowledge of musical literature. A thesis is required in 


the form of a major recital. At the end of the one-year program, a one-hour oral 
_ examination is given, covering musical history as well as literature. 


Two doctoral degrees are offered: the Ph.D. in Musicology, and the Doctor 


of Music in Composition. 


The Ph.D. requires a year of course-work beyond the o.a. level, followed by 


a written and an oral general examination. Upon successful completion of these 
_ examinations, the candidate proceeds to a dissertation that embodies original 
. | research; this dissertation must then be defended in an oral examination. 


The Mus.Doc. requires a year of course-work beyond the mus.m. level and 


i concludes with a written examination. The candidate must also rehearse and 
‘conduct a program of his/her own works for ensemble. Upon successful comple- 


tion of the examinations, the candidate proceeds to a dissertation in the form of 


_an extended composition; then an oral examination on this work and related 
topics is held. 


Admission: 


A four-year undergraduate degree in music is required for entrance into all 


: Master's programs. A pre-requisite year may be prescribed for students who 
need to complete subjects which are a normal part of the undergraduate program 
- at the University of Toronto; this will be determined by a preliminary written 


examination. The calendar of the Faculty of Music should be consulted for the 
undergraduate courses of study required in the various concentrations: Compo- 


' sition, History and Literature, Music Education, and Performance. Considera- 
‘ Hon will be given to the results of Graduate Record Examinations. 


Applicants to any of the Master’s programs should submit 


i an Official transcript of record sent from the Registrar of the undergraduate 
institution attended, demonstrating a minimum B average, 
ii two letters of recommendation from instructors. 


In addition, applicant to the Mus.M. in Composition must submit samples of 
‘their creative work, and applicants to the Mus.m. in Performance and Literature 
” must give an audition (those residing more than 500 miles from Toronto may 
submit a tape). 


Entry to the Ph.D. program requires an M.A. degree with a minimum B 


_ standing; applicants must also submit an extended essay of around 3,000 words 
- demonstrating the ability to handle a research problem. 


For the Mus.Doc. in Composition, a Master's degree in that field is required 


and applicants must submit examples of extended compositions.

Standards for this post-graduate diploma are high. Only gifted and profession- 
ally oriented singers with voices suitable to opera are encouraged to apply. 
Applicants are normally expected to have completed an acceptable degree or 
artist-diploma program in music at a university, or to have equivalent 
qualifications. All applicants must satisfy a panel of staff members at an audition 
for which they are asked to prepare five arias in four languages from the operatic 
repertoire. Auditions are held during the first week of May; a $10.00 non- 
refundable fee is charged. Applicants residing more than 500 miles from Toronto 
may submit tapes. The annual fee for 1976-77 is $599.50; fees are subject to 
change without notice on the authority of the Governing Council of the Univer- 
sity.
